Auditor’s Report. 


The Auditors appointed .to examine the account of the Selectmen 
. for the year 1850-51, having attended to that duty, report, that they 
have found said accounts, as exhibited to them, and accompanying 

this report, to be correctly cast and supported by the proper vouchers. 
The various items of receipt and expenditure for the last year, hav-_ 
ing been drawn off and exhibited by the Selectmen, so that the sever- 
al items may be seen, each under its proper head, the Auditor’s have 
not thought it necessary to repeat them intheirreport. 
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The debt of the town, at this time, as appears by the books and 
accounts of the Selectmen, is $2097,94 ; which is $705,28 less than it 
appeared by the Auditors account of the last year. The town debt in 
1840-41 as stated by theAuditors of that vear,was $5288,26. This gives 
an average reduction of $319,03 per annum. The present year’s reduc- 
tion appears to be $705,28  Atthis rate, it will require less than 
three years to pay the whole town debt, and thus diminish very sensi- 
bly the burden of taxation for the future.

The suit brought by the Selectmen of 1849 against Nathaniel Bach- 
elder, James L. Rundlet & Dudley L. Harvey, Selectmen of 1848, to 
recover money belonging to the town in their hands, which they refused 
to account for, or pay over, was settled March 28, 1850. The Select- 
men of 1848, paid eighty two dollars ninety cents to the present board 
and made the necessary entries in their accounts, to show what be- 
came of the balance unaccounted for when the suit was commenced. 


December 14, 1850, Dr. Nathaniel Bachelder commenced a suit 
against the town to recover the following bill—

_ It will beseen by comparing the above bill with the one presented 

to the Selectmen of 1849, January 19, 1850, that there is no less than 
six alterations in the charges, which are twelve in number. See town 
reports of last year. 

The Selectmen of 1849 declined paying the charges of June 19 & 
25 for reasons set forth in their report to the town, and offered to pay 
the balance. 

The Selectmen of 1850, consulted counsel who say that the town 
is not liable to pay any portion of the bill and the case was entered at 
the last term of the Court of Common Pleas and counsel have been 
employed to defend the suit. 

The Town Debt is at five per cent interest; with the exception of 
$563,79, which is at six per cent. 
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The Selectmen have at the suggestion of several persons inserted 
an article inthe warrant for the Annual Meeting, to enable the Collec- 
tor to make a discount to those persons who pay their taxes within 
certain limits of time. It is important to the town to have the taxes 
collected at an early period in the political year. | |

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S 


REPORT. : 


The Superintending School Committee of the Town or Eprrna, for the 
year ending March 1851, beg leave to Report. 

Your Committee are required by law at the Annual Meeting of the town, to 
make a Report of the condition, and progress of the public Schools, during 
the year then ending. To do this with correctness, and discrimination, is a 
work of difficulty. We have to judge of each school, from their appearance, 
the short space of time we spend in them, near their commencement, and their 
elose. This is like determining a man’s course of life by a few hours obser- 
vation. 

He may appear well, while watching him, but be far from what he should 
be, when out of sight. Could we be with the schools at all times, we might 
be able, more correctly, to speak of their character. It is also difficult when 
visiting the schools, at their conclusion, to remember their precise aspect, at 
their commencement; so as to be able to decide with exactness, what apparent 
progress has been made. This difficulty is sometimes increased, from the fact 
that the progress has been smallif any. From these reasons, your committeé’s 
opinion of teacher and school, may be different from that of the district, and 
perhaps be less correct. Two of the schools taught in town were visited by 
your committee only at the beginning. The summer term of District No. 4, 
we were not notified of its close until afterwards, although the law make it 
strictly the Prudential Committee’s duty, to inform us. The winter term, of 
District No. 6, we were invited by the Prudential Committee, to visit on a 
given day. Wecalled on said day, and found the school closed, the day 
previous, for what reason, we cannot say. 


The summer term, in District No.1, was taught, by Ellen C. Bartlett. This 


was well managed, and a good school. The winter term, by Joseph C. Morrill. ~~ : 


This school we were well pleased with. The Primary Department, summer 
and winter, was taught, by Eunice C. Sawyer. There was some dissatisfaction 
about this school, among the inhabitants, and we think not without some rea- 
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son. Distsict No. 2, was taught by Lydia H, Veasey. Good satisfaction was 

given. District No. 8, was taught, in the summer by Martha R. Robinsou,— 
Some fault was found, but we think without cause. The winter term, was 
taught, by. Sarah J. Mathes. This did not meet our expectations. 

District No. 4, was taught, by Martha 8. Brooks. Her school appeared well, 
upon examinaton, but there was some dissatisfaction among the people, how 
~ much cause they had for it we cannot say. District No 5, was taught, by Sa- 
rah J. Plumer. This school on examination, did not appear as it should.— 
District No. 6, was taught, by Ann E. Clifford. There was some trouble, with 
one of the large girls, but no fault®f ‘the teacher; the school otherwise, was 
good. The winter term was taught, by Joseph Fullington. This we cannot 
report, as will be seen, by a former allusion. District No.7, was taught, by 
Abby P. Folsom. She was well qualified, so far as edu ation was concerned, 
but was wanting in government, it might have been owing to some bad schol- 
ars which she had, or feeble health, which, after two months, obliged her to 
leave the school. Mary A. H. Clifford finished this school, and made some im- 
provement. 

Your Committee regret, to be under the necessity of saying there is a want 
of regularity, and promptness, in the attendance, of scholars generally, which 
retards their progress, and greatly embarrasses the teacher. 

We were also unable to secure, a uniformity, of Books, although we strong- 
ly recommended it. Parents we think should feel more interest dn this than 
they seem to evince. 

Prudential Committees should ‘strive to secure .the Best of teachers, with- 
out regard to money, interest, Sectarian views, Religion, or Politics. 

We also think too large a portion of our school money is paid for Female 
teachers. The School Houses, in Districts No. 2,38, and 5, are in bad condi- 
tion, and not worthy of the name, much less, to be occupied as such by our 
children. 

Proper attention, to these several paints, would very soon put a new face up- 
on our schools.
